TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Statistics Show Disturbing 
Trend In Bay Economy 


Rather rapid, and not h e a l t h y, 
change in the economic structure of 
the Bay Area is indicated by sets of 
figures put together by the San Fran­ 
cisco Bay Area Council. 
Although the figures are for only 
the Bay Area counties, the picture they 
present may not apply only to this 
area. The Bay Area is not an isolated 
island, nor is what is happening here 
unlike what is happening in many 
other places. 
They show employment declines 
for the nine Bay Area counties from 
August, 1969, to August of this year, 
as estimated by the California Depart­ 
ment of Industrial Relations, of 26.2 
per c e n t in manufacturing, 2.7 per 
cent in construction, and .1 of one per 
c e nt in transportation and utilities. 
They show employment increases of 2 
per cent in finance (including insur­ 
ance and real estate), 3.8 per cent in 
government, 10 per cent in services, 
and 10.3 per cent in trade. 
Over-all, the figures show an in­ 
crease in Bay Area employment of 3,- 
000 persons from August, 1969, to Au­ 
gust of his year. But this did not keep 
up with the increase in the labor force. 
T^e unemployment rate, as reported 
by the state, climbed from 3.8 per cent 
to 5.2 per cent during the same period. 


MANUFACTURING and construc- 
t i 0 n are productive industries. But 
government, services and t r a d e are 
non-productive; t h e y are concerned 
only with distribution and control. 
The picture thus is one of a region 
with declining productive industries, 
and more people trying to live “off the 
fat” — fat w hich c a n n o t long exist 
without production to sustain it. 
Unquestionably, a large part of the 
decline in manufacturing employment 
is chargeable to cuts in the aerospace 
industry, which was a major employer

of residents of the two southernmost 
Bay Area c o u n t i e s : San Mateo and 
Santa Clara. Equally unquestionably, 
while many w o r k e r s who lost their 
^ jobs in that industry have skills which 
' could be used in other manufacturing, 
it is not easy to absorb them into 
trade, services, or government. 


THE BAY AREA C 0 U N C IL in­ 
cluded in the same report tabulations 
of incomes in the nine counties, based 
on state income tax returns for 1968 
(the latest available). These, of course, 
are too out-of-date to equate against 
the current employment picture. But 
they add cause for concern. 
They show that average income in­ 
creased by 10.7 per cent for 1968 over 
1967 (by 13.9 per cent in Marin, the 
wealthiest c o u n t y per capita). And 
they show salaries and wages making 
up 77.8 per cent of the total income 
reported by r e s i d e n t s of the nine 
counties in 1968 (70.3 per cent in Ma­ 
rin). 
Obviously, t h e wage-earner pro­ 
vides the backbone of the economy —

Vacation V^elfare Opens Way 
For Teachers To Get Higher Pay

SACRAMENTO - (CNS) -

The applicaiion 
was denied, but she appealed 
the base and a hearing officer 
decided she was eligible.

Similarly, it isn’t enough for 
the taxpayers of California to 
pay their school teachers the 
highest salaries in the nation, 
but the taxpayers should sup­ 
plement those salaries with a 
welfare bonus during the sum­ 
mer months. 


Having T'eceived the Union

Larkspur Ferry Terminal Report 


Draws Blast From Corte Madera 


Exhibit D of the 
revised 
Larkspur ferry terminal plan 
has caused a bit of a stir in 
Corte Madera, 
Presented to the G o l d e n 
Gate Bridge D i s t r i c t last 
week, Exhibit D was listed as 
a “comparative analysis of the 
characteristics of the 
north 
and south ferry t e r m, i n a 1 
sites.” It was dirafted by archi­ 
tect Norman T. Gilroy, design­ 
er of the north site within the 
City of Larkspur. 
Town officials in Corte Ma­ 
dera said last week the docu­ 
ment contains inaccurale, mis­ 
leading and false information. 
“Gilroy doesn’t know what 
he is talking about,” Mayor 
Edward W. Colthurst of Corte 
Madera said.

Federal Agencies: 
Debt Obligations

rate of interest at a low risk.

A. Although there are njmer- 


ous Federally associated agen 
cies wiiich issue debt instru­ 
ments, there are only seven 
which are of general public in 
terest. They are: Federal Land 
B a n k s , Federal Intermediate 
Credit Banks, Banks foe Cooper- 
atiV'es. (Fiscal .Agent Gleni G. 
Browne, 1 Chase Manhattan 
Plaza, N.Y.C.), Federal Home 
Loan Banks (Alan C. Knowles, 
25 Broadway, N.Y.C.), Federal 
National Mortgage Association 
(John H. Claibome Jr., 20 Ex­ 
change Place, N.Y.C.), Tennes­ 
see Valley Authority and Gov­ 
ernment National Mortgage As­ 
sociation. 


In the ñve years ended l%9,j 
outstand.ing obligations of 'these | 
seven agencies had increased ! 
150% to $39 billion, about half of I 
livhich is in public hands. Var-! 
ious banking institutions hold 20 
per cent, with the balance held 
by corporations, insurance com­ 
panies and state and local gov­ 
ernments. 
In recen,t agency offerings 


minimum denominations ha.ve 
varied from $1;0C0 for Fed,'eral 
Land Banks to $25,000 fcr Gov­ 
ernment Nat. Mortgage Assoc. 
Tax treatment of income on 
these bonds and notes is not 
identical. Income from FNMA 
and GNMA debt issues is fully 
taxed; on the other five, bond 
income is subject to Federal but 
not local, state or municipal in­ 
come tax. 


Debt issues of GNMA are di­ 
rect obligations of the U.S. Gov­ 


ernment. Alihough this is not 
true of the other six agencies, 
their defcrt is considered second 
only to that of the Treasury. 


A potential investor should 
check carefully w h e t h e r the 
bond cr note he is interested in 
is issued in coupon (bearer) or 
registered form and when inter­ 
est is payable, semi-annually cr 
at maturity.

Tight Money's Effect 


On Pleasure Boating 


By STAN DAVIES 


NBA ROUNDUP 


Because it takes a lot more energy, and conse­ 
quently more fuel to propel people and things over 
water than it does over land, fuel handling problems 
and costs are a major consideration in boating. 
The introduclioii of the new 
1 e a d -f r e e gasolines has also 
made many boaters more con­ 
scious of the fuel they use in 
their 
boats. 
Here 
are 
some 
questions asked this fall on the 
subject: 
Q. My boat burns more gas­ 
oline and won't run as fast as 
it did in the spring. Why? 
A. There are three “perform-1 
ance thieves”, which creep into * 
a boat unnoticed during the 
summer. First Is weight. Are 
j-ou carrying extra weight in; 
newly acquired g:«dgeis? Second' 
is the bottom. Is the bottom of 
your boat free from marine I 
growth? Third is the propeller. 
Are 
there 
nicks, 
gouges or 
bends in your prop? 
Q. I replaced the sparkplugs 
in my outboard, and it runs like 
new. Why do they make such a 
difference? 
A. it’s 'because: the lubricating 
oil is mixed with the fuel in two 
stroke engines — and most out­ 
boards are two stroke — and if 
it d'oes not burn completely car­ 
bon is deposited on the spark­ 
plug electrodes, causing them to 
short circuit. Then no spark, or 
only a poor spark, is produced. 
The plugs are the most \mlnera- 
ble part of an outboard motor. 
Keep them clean. Besides, it 
saves gas. 
Q. Don’t they refund the tax 
on gasoline used in boats any­ 
where anymore? 
A. “They,” r e f e r s to the 
states that have stopped refund­ 
ing the tax on gasoline used in 
boats. The theory behind it is 
that this, tax w'i'll go into a spe­ 
cial fund to improve boating fa­ 
cilities in the slates. In most 
cases it hasn’t worked out this 
way. The boating gas tax money 
j'usi goes into the general fund. 
Q. The gauge on my out­ 
board fuel tank is crazy. Are 
any of them accurate. 
A. Frankly, no. But they do 
record fairly consistently if the 
tank is in the same position ev­ 
ery time the gauge is read. 
Q. Is there a right and 
wrcmg way to mix gasoline 
and oil for outboards? 
A. Do it this way. Put a third 
of the gasoline in your tank or 
spare can, add the oil and shake 
thoroughly. Then add the re­ 
mainder of the gasoline am 
shake again. 
Q. I’m told that old gasoline 
is no good for a boat engine. 
Why? 
...A, Gasoline, and particularly 
the mixture of gasoline and oil 
used as outboard motor fuel, 
tends to form gums if left stand­ 
ing for any length of time. Also

I clinic. 
However, the directors, who 
listened solemnly as the fami- 
: lies related their tragic stories, 
¡ later voted unanimously to ac- 
; cept the Marin Comprehensive 
’ Health Planning Council recom- 
' mendation against such a unit 
but to continue investigation. 
Accompanied 
by 
h i s 
son, 
Charles, and the parents of re­ 
cent kidney transplant patient 
William D. Brady of San Rafael, 
Joseph G. Alvarez told the hos­ 
pital board he had promised his 
late wife, Dorothy, he would 
create such a clinic in her mem­ 
ory. 
“I will work until I die to get 
one. I made that promise to my 
wife before she died,” Alvarez, 
who recently lost one lung to 
cancer, declared in a broken 
voice. 
Describing the hardship his 
wife endured during emergency 
trips to San Francisco, he said 
he could see no reason why Ma­ 
rin County could not have a ren­ 
al dialysis center. 
“Marin has the money and 
Marin has the heart (to support 
a clinic),” Alvarez said. “We 
can make it.” 
Charles J. Brady of Marin- 
wood, who along with his wife, 
Pauline, has collected 600,000 of 
the 800,000 Betty Crocker cou­ 
pons needed to acquire a kidney 
machine, described the near- 
fatal kidney failure of his son. 
He said when the atack came 
in July his son was rushed to 
Marin General Hospital where 
“all they could do was provide 
emergency treatm ent. . . he al­ 
most died . . . There was a 
question whether he would sur­ 
vive the trip to San Francisco.” 
Brady, who said he is collect­ 
ing the coupons in order to do­ 
nate the kidney machine to Ma­ 
rin General Hospital, said the 
response has been great be­ 
cause “n o b o d y knew there 
wasn’t a machine in Marin.” 


His wife added that the family 
now has 6(X),000 coupons plus an­ 
other 
100,000 
being 
cut 
and 
clipped. She said another woman 
has offered to provide the re­ 
maining 100,000 if assured the 
machine would go to Marin 
General Hospital. 


Alvarez’s son told the board 
the machine used by his mother 
could be reacquired from San 
Francisco General Hospital for 
$2,500 and that possibly a third 
machine could be obtained from 
Dr. Chad H. Caliand of Corle 
Madera who has undergone five 
transplants. 
“All you need to establish a 
clinic is a double room with hot 
and cold running water and a 
drain,” he said. 
Director Marion C. Ibach told 
the two families the hospital’s 
reason for not proceeding im- 
mediately with kidney machine 
services was not only finances. 
Rather the level of health care 
could not be maintained at a 
high level by a staff working 
with a limited number of pa­ 
tients, she said. 
Dr. Bradford Simmons, hospi 
tal chief of staff, told the board 
not to discard the idea of a kid­ 
ney 
machine completely 
be­ 
cause “sometime in the future” 
the hospital may need a unit for 
emergency treatment. 
That is, he said, when a pa-jas a city 
tient on regular treatment at ^ problems, 
one of the Bay Area clinics' 
needs emergency dialysis for a 
limited period of time. Howev­ 
er, he ruled out formation of a 
clinic until Marin’s need in­ 
crease. 
The board agreed and noted 
the future acquisition of a kid­ 
ney machine was covered in the 
health planners accepted reconr- 
mendation. 
The recommenda­ 
tions suggests Marin ho^itals 
investigate 
the possibility of 
providing for acute renal dialy­ 
sis. The matter is being consi­ 
dered by the hospital’s long 
range planning committee.

(GF) — What has been a favor­ 
ite regenerative and invigorat­ 
ing treatment for older peíale 
may soon find widespread appli­ 
cation in forestry.

Kern, of Freiburg University’s 
Insti'tute 'for For.es.try, has been 
administering hormones in con- 
j'unction with new fertilization 
methods to

tions with Syria’s Arab neigh­ 
bors. 
The broadcast said Syria was 
moving to ensure the availabili­

Courtesy docking facilities for 
power and sail boats should be 
provided after all at McNears 
Beach in east San Rafael, the 
Marin County Beard of Supervi­ 
sors decided yesterday. 
On Nov. 4, the Marin County 
Parks and Recreation Commis­ 
sioners approved a m aster plan 
for the 50-acre McNears Beach 
but deleted courtesy docking for 
power boats from the end cf a 
fishing pier that is planned in 
the middle of the park. They de­ 
cided that power boats would 
not be compatible with bathing 
and an area for quiet family 
outings. 
Yesterday, the supervisors re­ 
stored boat docking facilities in 
the m aster plan and approved 
the m aster plan with that one 
change. 
“ I've got several complaints 
from 
yachting 
people,” 
said 
Louis H. Baar. “ If there’s room 
for bathers, tennis players, and 
s w i m m e r s , there should be 
room for boating. They feel they 
are sort cf the lost child.” 


Other supervisors agreed that 
boaters have very few places to 
tie-up. and some facility should 
be worked into the McNears 
Beach m aster plan. The exact 
location and details of the dock­ 
ing area will be drawn up by 
Pierre W. Joske, directcr of the 
county parks and recreation de­ 
partm ent, and his staff. 
Ronald A. MacMillan, presi­ 
dent of the Glenwood Homeown­ 
ers Association, said the consen­ 
sus of his group is that boating 
will not mix with bathing and 
fishing. He said he is concerned 
with noise, danger from propel­ 
lers, gas and oil spillage, and 
pollution. 
A single pier for fishing and 
boating would not be compati­ 
ble, agreed Peter R. Arrigoni. 
“ If there is a boating pier, I’d 
rather see it farther south to­ 
ward the quarry.” ' 
“ Clearly, there m ust be a sep­ 
aration 
between 
bathing 
and 
boating,” said chairman John 
F. Mclnnis. However, he de­ 
clared that seme portion of the 
new 
county 
park 
should 
be 
available for boaters to tie up. 
The first phase improvement 
of the park calls 
for about

61 Strep Cases In

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Statistics Show Disturbing 
Trend In Bay Economy 


Rather rapid, and not h e a l t h y , 
change in the economic structure of 
the Bay Area is indicated by sets of 
figures put together by the San Fran­ 
cisco Bay Area Council. 


Although the figures are for only 
the Bay Area counties, the picture they 
present may not apply only to this 
area. The Bay Area is not an isolated 
island, nor is what is happening here 
unlike what is happening in many 
other places. 
They show employment declines 
for the nine Bay Area counties from 
August, 1969, to August of this year, 
as estimated by the California Depart­ 
ment of Industrial Relations, of 23.2 
per c e n t in manufacturing, 2.7 per 
cent in construction, and .1 of one per 
c £ nt in transportation and utilities. 
They show employment increases of 2 
per cent in finance (including insur­ 
ance and real estate), 3.8 per cent in 
government, 10 per cent in services, 
and 10.3 per cent in trade. 
Over-all, the figures show an in­ 
crease in Bay Area employment of 3,* 
000 persons from August, 1969, to Au­ 
gust of his year. But this did not keep 
up with the increase in the labor force. 
The unemployment rate, as reported 
by the state, climbed from 3.8 per cent 
to 5.2 per cent during the same period. 


MANUFACTURING and construc- 
t i o n are productive industries. But 
government, services and t r a d e are 
non-productive; t h e y are concerned 
only with distribution and control. 
The picture thus is one of a region 
with declining productive industries, 
and more people trying to live “off the 
fat” — fat which c a n n o t long exist 
without production to sustain it. 
Unquestionably, a large part of the 
decline in manufacturing employment 
is chargeable to cuts in the aerospace 
industry, which was a major employer

of residents of the two southernmost 
Bay Area c o u n t i e s : San Mateo and 
Santa Clara. Equally unquestionably, 
while many w o r k e r s who lost their 
jobs in that industry have skills which 
could be used in other manufacturing, 
it is not easy to absorb them into 
trade, services, or government. 


THE BAY AREA C O U N C I L in­ 
cluded in the same report tabulations 
of incomes in the nine counties, based 
on state income tax returns for 1968 
(the latest available). These, of course, 
are too out-of-date to equate against 
the current employment picture. But 
they add cause for concern. 
They show that average income in­ 
creased by 10.7 per cent for 1968 over 
1967 (by 13.9 per cent in Marin, the 
wealthiest c o u n t y per capita). And 
they show salaries and wages making 
up 77.8 per cent of the total income 
reported by r e s i d e n t s of the nine 
counties in 1968 (70.3 per cent in Ma­ 
rin). 
Obviously, t h e wage-earner pro­ 
vides the backbone of the economy — 
nearly 80 per cent of the total income. 
Obviously, also, when productive em­ 
ployment is declining, that decline can­ 
not be made up by increases in non­ 
productive employment. 
The impact of the c u t b a c k s no 
doubt will show up in the 1970 income 
tax returns. But no b r e a k d o w n of 
t h o s e will be available until late in 
1972. By that time, it will be too late 
to do anything about it. 
The situation will not be improved 
by higher and higher wage rates. They 
will but tend to depress production by 
making it too expensive. Neither will 
it be improved by employing more and 
more in non-productive fields, for pro- 
d u c ti o n must provide the wealth to 
support these fields. 
What is needed is more industry, 
diversified industry. 


Vacation Welfare Opens Way 
For Teachers To Get Higher Pay

SACRAMENTO - (CNS) - 
We thought we’d seen every­ 
thing and 
heard everything

welfare, 
and were quite unprepared for 
a little s.ory that appeared 
last week telling about a grant 
to a schccl teacher in Oakland 
who earns $11,CC0 annually. 


Because the teacher is pa d 
only 10 m onths of the year, the 
welfare departm ent held she 
w as e l i g i b l e for the two 
m onths of sum m er vacation, 
during which she is not pa d 
her salary. 


The teacher claim ed this left 
her without income for two 
m onths, so she applied for wel­ 
fare cn the basis cf aid to nee­ 
dy fam ilies. The application 
w as denied, but she appealed 
the base and a hearing officer 
decided she was eligible. 


THE A L A M E D A County 
counsel’s office will appeal the 
decision to the superior court,

President Has De-Fused Campus 


Unrest, And Plans To Do More

WASHINGTON - The cam­ 
puses are unusually quiet. Stu-

dent violence is definitely on 
the wane. 
President Nixon has done 
much to bring it about. He has 
done it by acting to end the 
war in Vietnam, visibly, stead­ 
ily and irreversibly. 
He isn’t going to stop there. 
He plans major steps to imple­ 
ment the balanced and valua­ 
ble report of the Scranton 
Commission on Student Un­ 
rest. They will be forthcoming 
soon. They will show that Vice 
President Agnew did not per­ 
suade President Nixon that the 
report was “more pablum for 
the permissivists.” 


THE CAMPUS QUIET ful­ 
fills the forecast of a special 
survey by the TV Urban Insti­ 
tute released by the Scranton 
Commission. 
It showed most college ad­ 
ministrators, faculty, 
senate 
chairmen and student repre­ 
sentatives “believed incidents 
of disruption and v i o l e n c e 
were not likely to occur on 
their campuses during the new 
school year.” 
They haven’t. 
The news media seized al­ 
most exclusively on one of he 
many recommendations of the 
Scranton report — that the 
President “exercise his recon­ 
ciling moral leadership to pre­ 
vent violence and create un­ 
derstanding.” 


MANY HAVE BEEN won­ 
dering when Mr. Nixon was 
going to start. 
But he started to do one of 
the main things the commis­ 
sion said he should do long de- 
fore the report was written — 
closing out the U.S. role in the 
war in Vietnam. 
The presidnet removed the 
c u t t i n g edge of the issue 
which, more than all others, 
provoked student dissent and 
put into the hands of the mili­ 
tant the means of turning dis­ 
sent into disruption. 
To many students, Vietnam 
was an emotional and violent 


issue, and it produced an emo­ 
tional and violent reaction. 
The President defused it. 
Surveys 
of campus 
opinion 
show that most students do not 
favor “get out now” and sup­ 
port the present pace of U.S. 
withdrawal. 


ENDING THE WAR in Viet­ 
nam will not end campus un­ 
rest. Students are deeply and 
rightly dissatisfied with many 
shortcomings of our society. 
They want the promise of full 
justice and dignity for blacks 
and other minorities speedily 
fulfilled. They want their gov­ 
ernment more committed to 
reducing poverty and repair­ 
ing the plight of ghetto living. 
They want their own education 
to be more meaningful. 
There will continue to be 
campus unrest and dissent. 
There should be. It’s a needed 
stimulus. 
But this is just the start of 
what the President is prepared 
to do to help channel student 
dissent to constructive purpos­ 
es. 
It can be said with knowl­ 
edge that there wil be an ear­ 
ly and favorable Nixon re­ 
sponse to the Scranton report. 
It will show a President intent 
upon carrying out numerous of 
its recommendations. It has 
already been explored with 
former Gov. William Scrantcn 
•who is delighted at what now 
appears in the making. 


P R E S I D E N T NIXON is 
quite sympathetic to the main 
thrust of the report. He w’ants 
it clear that the colleges get 
their charters and most of 
their funds from the states and 
that primary responsibility is 
with the states, not with the 
federal government. 
But he accepts the idea that 
a President can and should ex­ 
ercise moral responsibility to 
help the vast majority of stu­ 
dents — who want no part of 
violence — to see that their 
views are esteemed and heed­ 
ed by’ a government which re 
spects them 
and 
wants to 
make them a national asset.

brand. 
FORTUNATELY, 
a l b e i t 
painfully, 
their stubbornness 
relieved us of som e of the 
sting S. J. Perelm an caused in 
explaining why he was leaving 
his Pennsylvania hom e to live 
instead in England. 
The creator of a whole cast 
of eccentric ch aracters in sa­ 
tirical fiction com plained that 
there w ere no eccentrics left 
in A m erica because the cli­ 
m ate w as inhospitable to their 
growth. In B ritain, now, you 
have just the right atm os­ 
phere, and there the species 
flourishes. 
But Mr. P erelm an left too 
soon. 
He had not m et Jam es II. 
Johnson, 
F. 
Stephen 
Bray, 
Jam es Clark or John Jerom e 
Bruns III. He would have liked 
them . They dared to be differ­ 
ent. Not only that, they dared 
the authorities to m ake them 
conform . 
IN ANNANDALE, Va., John­ 
son and Bray, both 22, were 
told by the postm aster five 
m onths ago th at their shoul­ 
der-length hair was too long 
for a soldier in U nde Sam ’s 
postal service, so they would 
have to resign. 
Johnson and B ray did not 
shrug their shoulders and for­ 
get it. They took the issue to 
the regional post office di­ 
rector. But he agreed with the 
postm aster. So they went on 
upw ard, to the post office’s 
board of appeals and review. 
And that board decided that

AND IN B A L T I M O R E , 
Bruns, a clerk with a spotless 
reputation, applied to becom e 
a city policem an. He m ade the 
top score in his test group. But 
Com m issioner Donald Pom er- 
leau turned down hie applia- 
tion when he found out that 
Bruns was a m em ber of Pine 
Tree Associates, a nudist club 
th at spends frequent w eekends 
in the buff. 
The com m issioner m a i n ­ 
tained Bruns would have a 
hard tim e e n f o r c i n g laws 
against indecent exposure, for 
exam ple, and probably would 
be in for a lot of teasing from 
his fellow officers. 
Besides, 
how could he w ear his pistol at 
all tim es as required by de­ 
partm ent regulations? 
A sensible judge nam ed E d­ 
w ard S. N orthrop laughed the

THE POINT in these three 
tales is not m erely that there 
are people with the spirit to 
defend their differences, no 
m a.ter how heinous or frivo­ 
lous t h o s e m i g h t seem 
to straight-laced postm asters, 
scout districts or police com ­ 
m issioners. 
^ It also is that “ T he System ,” 
that im personal whipping boy 
of so m any long-haired free 
thinkers in A m erica, eventual­ 
ly cam e to the rescue in all 
three cases. It has, in fact, 
been doing so in its deliberate 
way ever since the Bill of 
Rights cited by Judge N orth­ 
rop cam e into force 179 years 
ago next m onth. 
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Larkspur Ferry Terminal Report 


Draws Blast From Corte Madera 


Exhibit D of the revised 
Larkspur ferry terminal plan 
has caused a bit of a stir in 
Corte Madera. 
Presented to the G o l d e n 
Gate Bridge D i s t r i c t last 
week, Exhibit D was listed as 
a “comparative analysis of the 
characteristics of the north 
and south ferry t e r m i n a l 
sites.” It was drafted by archi­ 
tect Norman T. Gilroy, design­ 
er of the north site within the 
City of Larkspur. 
Town officials in Corte Ma­ 
dera said last week the docu­ 
ment contains inaccurate, mis­ 
leading and false information. 
“Gilroy doesn’t know what 
he is talking about,” Mayor 
Edward W. Colthurst of Corte 
Madera said. “It doesn’t ap­ 
pear he has even read our re­ 
port.” 
The section of Gilroy’s com- 
p a r i s 0 n which particularly 
ired Colthurst was the dealing 
with site development. 
EXAMPLE: 
Environmental 
Planning Approach. 
“North 
Site 
— 
In 
areas 
where possible, restoration of 
degraded marsh proposed. Site 
largely hard ground. Area of 
wafer surface 
increased by 
(Larkspur) planning concept. 
“South Site — Plan calls for 
filling of large areas of exist­ 
ing virgin marsh. Some new 
water areas created by (Corte 
Madera) plan. 
“Comments — Sensitive ap­ 
proach to environmental quali­ 
ty of site utilized in planning 
program for north site.” 
“This is a misleading state­ 
ment,” c h a r g e d Colthurst. 


“The Corte Madera s'.te calls 
for filling only 17 acres of the 
remaining 82 acres of marsh.” 


COLTHURST SAID that Gil-1 
roy’s contention that “large 
portions” of the Corte Madera 
site will require hydraulic fill­ 
ing, thus resulting in an 18- 
month delay of construction, is 
also incorrect. 
There will be no hydraulic 
filling on the site, he said, but 
rather

from 
channel 
dredging will be used. 
Of the 38 comparisons made, 
17 were listed by Colthurst as 
false, 11 as misleading ana the

rejected 
last 
June by the electorate. 
Under the voucher system, 
payments would be made to 
the parents of school children 
in the form of vouchers which 
could then be turned in either 
for education of their children 
in their local public schools or 
to apply to costs of those chil­ 
dren’s e d u c a t i o n in other 
schools. 
Rossi called this “ the per­ 
fect weapon to destroy educa­ 
tion for a democratic society.” 
He noted that it would compli­ 
cate school district budgeting 
by making u n c e r t a i n how 
many children would be in at­ 
tendance and how much mon­ 
ey would be available. 


CTA’S WAR AGAINST the 
v o u c h e r system, however, 
may not have the assistance of 
the newly elected state super­ 
intendent of public instruction. 
Wilson C. Riles, who will take 
over that office in January, 
said in a post-election inter­ 
view that he is not writing off 
the voucher plan without first 
giving it thorough study. 
Riles and CTA also do not 
see eye-to-eye on tenure, al­ 
though CTA threw its support 
to Riles for his runoff against 
incumbent Max Rafferty. 
Riles said many times dur­ 
ing the campaign that tenure 
laws must be modified so that 
a teacher can be fired for in- 
competency, and he coupled 
this with advocacy of account­ 
ability. Pre-determined goals 
should be set for each grade 
and class, he said, and if the 


teacher repeatedly is unable to 
bring his students to those 
goals, he should be dismissed. 
The 
accoutability doctrine 
also has drawn CTA opposi­ 
tion, with the claim that it 
would hamper innovation and 
individuality and cause teach­ 
ers to “teach for the tests.” 


CLOSELY ALLIED to ac­ 
countability are the guaran- 
teed-performance contracts. In 
fact, the entry into education 
of entrepeneurs willing to con­ 
tract to teach on a guaran- 
teed-results basis has been in 
large measure responsible for 
public clamor to make the 
schools accountable. 
Margaret Lemmers, C T A 
president, has called such con­ 
tracting an attack on the pub­ 
lic schools. But again, the 
s t a t e 
superintendent-elect 
takes a different view. A guar- 
anteed-performance 
remedial 
teaching contract is under way 
in Oakland, and Riles said fol­ 
lowing his election that he 
plans to look at it and “if this 
is good, we should incorpora e 
it into our program.” 
Proposed legislation is being 
prepared in all these fields. 
There will be bills to restore 
“probationary” teachers to the 
a c t u a l probationary s.atus 
they had before the “instant 
tenure” law of 1983, and to re­ 
place l i f e t i m e tenure wi:h 
long-term contracts. T h e r e 
will be bills for expanding per­ 
formance contracting, and for 
somehow making the schc Is 
accountable for gett ng results 
— perhaps in connection wi h 
tenure revision. 


ALSO, BESIDES the CTA’s 
attempt to get a guarantee of 
50 per cent state financing for 
school districts, there will be 
some proposal similar to this 
year’s AB 10CO by Assembly­ 
man William T. Bagley, R-San 
Rafael, which wculd base state 
allocations on spending per 
pupil. Th’s may return to the 
form of Bagley’s AB 1430 cf 
1969 which spelled out dollar 
limits on per-pupil cos's. 
And there will again be a 
bill 
for 
the 
Reagan-backed 
voucher system, which was 
embodied in this year’s unsuc­ 
cessful SB 1204 by Sen. George 
R. Moscone, D-San Francisco.

Marriage Dissolutions 
Rise In California 


BERKELEY (UPI) - Disso- 
: lutions of marriages in Califor 
nia totaled nearly 50 per cent 
higher during the first nine 
months this year than they did 
during the same period of 1969. 
when they were still called di­ 
vorces. 


Dr. Louis F. Saylor, s’ate pub­ 
lic health director, reported in­ 
creases in both dissolutions and 
marriages in California from 
January to September. 


He said nearly 82.000 mar­ 
riage dissolutions were report­ 
ed. up 50 per cent from 1969. 


Saylor said it was too early to 
tell if the trend was permanent 
because tihe divorce reform leg­ 
islation effective Jan. 1 cut the 
waiting period from a year to 
six months and many divorce 
proceedings pending late last 
year were held over until the 
liberalized law took effect. 
Nearly 130.000 m a r r i a g e s 
were registered and 134.148 li­ 


censes issued during the first 
nine months, an increase of 7 to 
8 per cent over 1969.

Q. My boat burns more gas­ 
oline and won’t run as fast as 
it did in the spring. Why? 
A. There are three “perform­ 
ance thieves”, which creep into 
a boat unnoticed during the 
summer. First is weight. Are 
you carrying extra weight in 
newly acquired gadgets? Second 
is the bottom. Is the bottom of, the mixture ratio in the gaso- 
your boat free from marine j line-and-oil outboard fuel may 
growth? Third is the propeller, be changed seriously bv evapo­ 
ration. Now that the Thanksgiv­ 
ing period is upon us and boat­ 
ing activity has either stopped 
or has been seriously reduced, 
it’s a good idea to use up any 
spare gasoline or oil gas mix 
that you may have left over. 
Use it in your car. 
Q. Why is premium gasoline 
with tatra-ethyl lead in it 
harmful to outboards? 
A.It isn’t. Leaded gasoline can

Q. I replaced the sparkplugs 
in my outboard, and it runs like 
new. Why do they make such a 
difference? 
A. It’s because the lubricating 
oil is mixed with the fuel in two 
stroke engines — and most out­ 
boards are two stroke — and if 
it does not burn completely car­ 
bon is deposited on the spark- 
_______ _______ 
plug electrodes, causing them to be used in outboard motors or 
short circuit. Then no spark, or 
only a poor spark, is produced. 
The plugs are the most vulnera­ 
ble part of an outboard motor. 
Keep them clean. Besides, it 
saves gas. 
Q. Don’t they refund the tax 
on gasoline used in boats any­ 
where anymore? 
A. “They,” r e f e r s to the 
states that have stopped refund­ 
ing the tax on gasoline used in 
boats. The theory behind it is 
that this tax will go into a spe­ 
cial fund to improve boating fa­ 
cilities in the states. In most 
cases it hasn't worked out this 
way. The boating gas tax money 
just goes into the general fund. 
Q. The gauge on my out­ 
board fuel tank is crazy. Are 
any of them accurate. 
A. Frankly, no. But they do 
record fairly consistently if the 
tank is in the same position ev­ 
ery time the gauge is read. 
Q. Is there a right and 
wrong way to mix gasoline 
and oil for outboards? 
A. Do it this way. Put a third 
of the gasoline in your tank or 
spare can, add the oil and shake 
thoroughly. Then add the re­ 
mainder of the gasoline and 
shake again. 
Q. I’m told that old gasoline 
is no good for a boat engine. 
Why? 
A. Gasoline, and particularly 
the mixture of gasoline and oil 
used as outboard motor fuel, 
tends to form gums if left stand­ 
ing for any length of time. Also 


in other two stroke engines. It 
might foul up the spark plugs 
faster than marine or white gas 
or the new non-leaded gasolines, 
but it won’t damage the engine. 
However, if you can avoid it, do 
so, because plug fouling by lead 
additives has a nasty habit of 
occurring at the worst possible 
times. 
Q. When you buy gasoline- 
oil outboard motor mix from a 
pump at the dock, can you be 
sure of the right mixture? 
A. You can be sure that the 
pump is delivering what it says 
it is delivering, because inspec­ 
tors of these devices are very 
fussy. But I find that some 
pumps in service still deliver 
nothing more than a 24 to 1 gas- 
oLine-o'l mixture yet many new 
outboards take a 50 to 1 mix­ 
ture That demands a little jug­ 
gling, which is entirely up to 
you and the man operating tr.e 
pump. 
Q. Will the new no-lead gas­ 
olines being introduced in the 
new anti-pollution drive have 
any effect on outboard mo­ 
tors? 
A. They will cost slightly 
more, but you’ll never notice 
the difference in the operation 
of the motor. However, they still 
have anti-knock additives which 
in some brands tend to increase 
the gum formation if the gaso­ 
line is permitted to stand for a 
long time. Use fresh gasoline 
and oil and there will never be a 
problem.

The families of two Marin 
County kidney failure victims, 
one of whom died in September, 
made impassioned appeals last 
night to Marin General Hospital 
directors for assistance in creat­ 
ing an artificial kidney machine 
clinic. 
However, the directors, who 
listened solemnly as the fami­ 
lies related their tragic stories, 
later voted unanimously to ac­ 
cept the Marin Comprehensive 
Health Planning Council recom­ 
mendation against such a unit 
but to continue investigation. 
Accompanied 
by h i s 
son, 
Charles, and the parents of re­ 
cent kidney transplant patient 
William D. Brady of San Rafael, 
Joseph G. Alvarez told the hos­ 
pital board he had promised his 
late wife, Dorothy, he would 
create such a clinic in her mem­ 
ory. 
“I will work until I die to get 
one. I made that promise to my 
wife before she died,” Alvarez, 
who recently lost one lung to 
cancer, declared in a broken 
voice. 
Describing the hardship his 
wife endured during emergency 
trips to San Francisco, he said 
he could see no reason why Ma­ 
rin County could not have a ren­ 
al dialysis center. 
“Marin has the money and 
Marin has the heart (to support 
a clinic),” Alvarez said. “We 
can make it.” 
Charles J. Brady of Marin- 
wood, who along with his wife, 
Pauline, has collected 600,000 of 
the 800,000 Betty Crocker cou­ 
pons needed to acquire a kidney 
machine, described the near- 
fatal kidney failure of his son. 
He said when the atack came 
in July his son was rushed to 
Marin General Hospital where 
“all they could do was provide 
emergency treatm ent. . . he al­ 
most died . . . There was a 
question whether he would sur­ 
vive the trip to San Francisco.” 
Brady, who said he is collect­ 
ing the coupons in order to do­ 
nate the kidney machine to Ma­ 
rin General Hospital, said the 
response has been great be­ 
cause “n o b o d y knew there 
wasn’t a machine in Marin.” 


His wife added that the family 
now has 600,000 coupons plus an­ 
other 
100,000 being cut and 
clipped. She said another woman 
has offered to provide the re­ 
maining 100,000 if assured the 
machine would go to Marin 
General Hospital. 


Alvarez’s son told the board 
the machine used by his mother 
could be reacquired from San 
Francisco General Hospital for 
$2,500 and that possibly a third 
machine could be obtained from 
Dr. Chad H. Calland of Corte 
Madera who has undergone five 
transplants. 
“All you need to establish a 
clinic is a double room with hot 
and cold running water and a 
drain,” he said. 
Director Marion C. Ibach told 
the two families the hospital’s 
reason for not proceeding im­ 
mediately with kidney machine 
services was not only finances. 
Rather the level of health care 
could not be maintained at a 
high level by a staff working 
with a limited number of pa­ 
tients, she said. 
Dr. Bradford Simmons, hospi­ 
tal chief of staff, told the board 
not to discard the idea of a kid­ 
ney machine completely be­ 
cause “sometime in the future” 
the hospital may need a unit for 
emergency treatment. 
That is, he said, when a pa 
tient on regular treatment a t 1 problems, 
one of the Bay Area clinics 
needs emergency dialysis for a 
limited period of time. Howev­ 
er, he ruled out formation of a 
clinic until Marin’s need in­ 
crease. 
The board agreed and noted 
the future acquisition of a kid­ 
ney machine was covered in the 
health planners accepted recom­ 
mendation. The recommenda­ 
tions suggests Marin hospitals 
investigate 
the possibility of 
providing for acute renal dialy­ 
sis. The m atter is being consi­ 
dered by the hospital’s long 
range planning committee.

More Group Therapy 


At Health Center 


The Marin Hospital District 
board last night approved in­ 
creasing the proportion of group 
therapy offered at the Marin 
Community Mental Health Cen­ 
ter. 
According to Dr. 
John 
S. 
Guerrant, center director, the 
shift in e m p h a s i s will be 
marked by a decrease in indi­ 
vidual therapy now practiced in 
adult and children outpatient 
services. 
In a letter to the board, he 
estimated that within a year 
group treatment will be prac­ 
ticed 75 per cent of the time. 
A year ago, he wrote, about 93 
per cent of the therapist’s time 
was e m p l o y e d in individual 
therapy and 7 per cent in group 
therapy. 
The q u e s t i o n of increased 
group therapy in children outpa­ 
tient service was a point of con­ 
tention last year during the 
power struggle between Guer- 
rant’s predecessor, Dr. Donald 


P. Wilson and the county di­ 
rector of mental health serv­ 
ices, Dr. Clyde G. Miller. 
Other program changes ap­ 
proved include the reduction of 
the number of 
psychiatrists’ 
positions in the child division 
from five to three. 
Only three positions are filled 
now, he said, and by officially 
eliminating the others, much 
needed psychologists and social 
workers could be hired. He has 
estimated about four could be 
hired from funds allocated for 
the doctors. 
A third change approved is a 
temporary measure and con­ 
sists of leaving vacant one psy­ 
chiatrist’s position now vacant 
in the adult division and using 
the money saved for financial 
support to the faltering Marin 
Child Development C e n t e r . 
Guerrant said the temporary 
vacancy could be filled after 
June 30. About $20.000 is expect­ 
ed to be diverted by the move.

For Best Buy 


In Rib Roasts 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Sim­ 
ple arithmetic can help shop­ 
pers get the best buy in rib 
roasts, says W. Edmund Tyler, 
an expert with the U.S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture. Con­ 
sumer and Marketing Service. 


A 7-inch cut usually sells for 
a lower price per pound than a 
5-inch 
cut-the 
measurements 
being based on the length of 
the rib bone. Tyler said 
a 
roast with longer bones may 
be more expensive because it 
contains more waste fat and 
bone than a 5-inch cut of equal 
thickness. 


To choose economically, fig­ 
ure the number of slices of 
meat you want to serve, pick a 
5-inch cut and a 7-inch cut of 
the same thickness, compare 
the total cost of each, and buy 
the cheaper. 


Hesitant about guessing siz­ 
es? Carry a lightweight plastic 
6-inch rule in your purse, the 
kind available for a few cents 
in sewing s u p p l i e s depart­ 
ments.

the earth helps the whole of 
the area to maintain fresh wa­ 
ter. to stop soil erosion, to 
screen out dust, to cut down 
the constant traffic noise and 
to freshen the air,” said Led- 
err. 
Swatek is clearly in agree­ 
ment, and he offers plenty of 
ways the average person can 
help do the total job. For ex­ 
ample, he points out the types 
of greenery most sensitive and 
most resistant to pollution. 
Among the most sensitive 
are dogwood and redbud trees. 
Among the most resistant are 
quaking aspen, cottonwood, lit- 
tle-leaf linden, weeping willow, 
Washington hawthorn, ailan- 
thus and ginkgo. 
There is a large section de­ 
scribing the most dangerous 
pesticides. He urges consum­ 
ers to avoid lawn products 
that combine herbicides with 
fertilizer, that c o n t a i n ex- 
tremly 
toxic 
or 
persistent 
chemicals such as DDT and 
dieldrin. 
He goes to the extent of say­ 
ing any product bearing a 
“danger,” “ poison” or “ warn­ 
ing” on the label is too toxic 
for home use. This statement 
may go too far, but anyone 
who is really serious about the 
problems must be prepared to 
go as far as practical. 


ACTUALLY, SOME of the 
chemicals he recommends for 
the control of common pests 
bear warning labels. And they 
can all be dangerous if not 
used carefully and strictly ac­ 
cording to directions on the la­ 
bel.

LEGAL RESEARCH 


Policy Stands 
On Apartment 


The San Anselmo City Council 
stood firm last night on its deci­ 
sion to abate the illegal apart­ 
m ent of a young divorcee and 
her child despite one council­ 
m an’s charges of bias and mis­ 
information. 
Councilman Lewis W. Stew­ 
art, reading from a prepared 
statem ent leveled his charges at 
City Atty. John G. Buresh on 
whose opinion the council relied 
on Nov. 10 in ordering abate­ 
m ent the home of Gay Kagy of 
280 Redwood Avenue. 
Prior to Buresh’s Nov. 
10 
opinion, the council on Oct. 27 
had granted Mrs. Kagy a stay 
of abatem ent while a city ap­ 
pointed committee looked onto 
the m atter of nonconforming 
apartm ents 
i n 
single-family 
zones in particular and San An­ 
selmo housing in general. The 
15-member committee was es­ 
tablished last night 


While Mrs. Kagy’s situation 
was the principal cause of ac­ 
tion Oct. 27, William D. How- 
ey of 104 Oak Knoll Avenue 
benefitted by 
the delay in 
abatement and subsequently 
joined Mrs. Kagy as a loser in 
the Nov. 10 reversal of the 
council, acting on Buresh’s 
opinion. 


Buresh had held that delaying 
abatem ent proceedings against 
the two illegal a p a r t m e n t s 
“ ends up as being selective and 
giving 
preferential 
treatm ent 
to people who are violating the 
law .” 
Stewart was the only dissen­ 
ter in the Nov. 10 switch by the 
council. 
Last night, having done inde­ 
pendent legal research, he cited 
a state Supreme Court decision 
which ruled in favor of delaying 
action 
against 
nonconforming 
uses while possible changes are 
being considered. 


Stewart, seconded by Wood­ 
row V. Capurro, then moved for 
a two-week delay in abating the 
home of Mrs. Kagy so that Bur­ 
esh could look info legal m eans 
of staying abatem ent while the 
citizens’ com m ittee deliberates. 
He suggested that Buresh begin 
with an article in the Syracuse 
Law Review from the sum m er 
of 1967. 


However, Mayor James F. 
Reed and councilmen Kenneth 
L. Anderson and Warren R. 
Perry shot down the motion. 


The sam e three defeated a 
Stewart motion to open the dis­ 
cussion to the audience of about 
50 persons. Perry said there had 
already been hearings on “ pre­ 
cisely” the same subject. 


The council stood 
firm a l­ 
though Stewart said it should 
not have acted on Buresh’s rec­ 
ommendation Nov. 10 since it 
was listed on the agenda as an 
informational item. 


Mrs. Kagy and Howey were 
not present Nov. 10 and Stewart 
said he knew of some of her 
supporters who w o u l d have 
come had they known action 
was to be taken. 


The ban on public discus­ 
sion was not a popular one. 
“What kind of fascist court is 
this anyhow. Pigs,” shouted 
one bearded man and a small 
group milled around briefly 
outside the city hall after the 
votes. 


Despite Stew art’s claim that 
the delay would be legal, Mayor 
Reed said the “ stay of execu­ 
tion” would be illegal unless 
granted to anyone who might 
ask for it. 


Buresh said the solution is for 
Mrs. Kagy and Howey to apply 
for rezoning of the properties on 
which thev live.

Hormone Injection 


Spurs Forests 


LUDWIGSHAFEN, 
Germany 
(GF) — What has been a favor­ 
ite regenerative and invigorat­ 
ing treatment for older people 
may soon find widespread appli­ 
cation in forestry. 
German scientist Dr. K. G. 
Kern, of Freiburg University’s 
Institute for Forestry, has been 
administering hormones in con­ 
junction with new fertilization 
methods 
to 
rejuvenate 
older 
trees and make seedlings grow 
more rapidly. 
His efforts have been spurred 
by the inadequate yield of Ger­ 
man forests, which makes it 
necessary for the country to im­ 
port about 50 per cent of its 
lumber. 
In special earth fertilized with 
nitrogen and phosphorous com­ 
pounds, he succeeded in in­ 
creasing the growth rate of pine 
seedlings by 30 per cent in 60 
months.
